To the Board of Trustees of the Mechanics’ Institute: 

The Board of Managers of the Fifteenth Industrial Exhib¬ 
ition have the pleasure to submit to the Trustees and Members 
of the Institute a full report of the exhibition closing September 
13th, and the seventh consecutive one held in the present 
Mechanics’ Pavilion, that has done such good service for the 
Institute and the city at large. 

The financial result has been most satisfactory, and, consid¬ 
ering the times and circumstances, is a positive assurance that 
the Industrial Fairs of your Association are based upon a firm 
foundation, and that they supply the public with a place of 
resort where pleasure and profit can be obtained for a small 
outlay of money. 

As an award for meritorious exhibits, 450 medals and 
diplomas, and $1,675 in cash have been distributed as premiums 
to successful competitors. 

The matter of the advisability of a reduction in the price of 
season tickets to members of the Institute received much atten¬ 
tion from the Board. Some of the members and the best friends

of the Society deemed fifty per cent, from the regular price as 
just and proper, while others thought that amount altogether 
too much for the present. The Committee on Tickets and Ad¬ 
missions, after thoroughly considering the matter, recommended 
a discount of twenty per cent, to members in good standing, 
which was adopted, as we believe with good results. 

The State Board of Yiticultural Commissioners, and the State 
Board of Horticulture, having signified their desire and willing¬ 
ness to superintend those respective departments of the Exhibi¬ 
tion, the’same were placed in their charge. The Horticultural 
Society, under the direction of its officers, were very successful 
in obtaining a large and fine collection of plants, flowers and 
fruits, particularly in variety of fruit. 

The Yiticultural Commissioners were, unfortunately, not so 
successful, as most of the large wine-raisers in the State failed 
to respond, and at a late day the managers were obliged to 
appoint a Committee of Award and assume the management of 
the department. 

It is hoped that the conjunctions of our State Societies and 
the Institute, as inaugurated this year, will lead to good results 
in the future, and be of mutual benefit. 

The changes in the decorations of the Pavilion, and the 
improvement in the music by placing the stand on the floor of 
the main hall, has been warmly approved of by visitors. 

Matters pertaining to the exhibition will be found in this 
report under their proper headings, to which we most respect¬ 
fully invite your attention.

Industrial Exhibition of the Mechanics’ Institute, San Francisco, Cal., will 

open to the public on Tuesday, August 10th, and continue for five weeks 
thereafter. 

Successful and useful as these Exhibitions have been in former years, and 
favorable as their influence has undoubtedly been on the various industries 
of the coast, it is believed that the Fifteenth will exceed all others in impor¬ 
tance. The long night of depression and stagnation in the industrial world 
is now coming to an end, and already the signs of a bright dawn of prosperity 
are seen on every hand. Cnder these circumstances it behooves every 
inventor, merchant and manufacturer to bestir himself, to make known the 
nature of his specialty, to bring it under the direct notice of the public in an 
impressive manner, and above all, to give what guarantee he can of the excel¬ 
lence and superior quality thereof. To aid him in doing these things, the 
Mechanics’ Industrial Fair offers unequalled advantages. The vast size of 
the Pavilion, with its floor area of 190,000 square feet, its fine engine with 
free steam power, whereby inventors and manufacturers are enabled to exhibit 
their machines in actual operation, its ease of access from all parts of the city, 
y means of six lines of street cars, the immense multitudes of visitors, 
averaging 300,000 for each Fair, from all parts of the coast—these together are 
inducements such as can be found nowhere else west of Chicago.

Here will be gathered together the natural 
productions of the entire coast, examples of the manufacturing skill of our 
artisans, embodied thoughts from the brains of our inventors, the works of 
genius of our artists—an epitome, in fact, of all that Man and Nature com¬ 
bined have done on the Pacific Coast. For the pleasure-seeker, pure and 
simple, a trained orchestra, under competent leadership, will discourse sweet 
music; while in the Horticultural Garden, ferns and exotic plants, orange, 
lemon, and other sub-tropical trees, with a constantly renewed supply of 
beautiful cut flowers and fruits, will offer attractions of a not less pleasing 
kind. " 

One of the leading features of the Fair will be the Art Department, where¬ 
in a spacious, well-lighted gallery will be displayed the finest works of our 
band of local artists, some of them of world-wide fame; with not a few gems 
from other lands and other times. This department has always been espe¬ 
cially interesting, and no effort will be spared this year to make it worthily 
represent the art culture of the Pacific Coast. 

No charge of any kind is made to exhibitors for space, steam or water. 
Goods arriving before the opening of the Exhibition will be stored free of 
charge. 

Blank applications for space, a copy of the Rules and Regulations, Pre¬ 
mium List, and any other desired information will be given on application to 
the Secretary. 


Rules and Regulations 

OF THE 

FIFTEENTH 

INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION. 


BULE I. 

The Pavilion will be open for the reception of goods from and after Mon¬ 
day, July 26th. 

The exhibition will open to the public on Tuesday, August 10th, and will 
continue open from day to day (Sundays excepted), from 10 a. m. to 10 p.m., 
until September 11th. 


BULE II. 

Articles can be entered for exhibition or competition, as desired. 

If entered for competition, the articles must be in position and receipted 
for, and the entry tag attached, not later than Friday, August 13th. 

Articles intended by the exhibitor for competition, but not entered and in 
position by the time specified, to wit: August 13th, shall not, under any cir¬ 
cumstances, be allowed to compete, except when the written consent of all the 
contesting exhibitors for that premium shall have been filed in the office. 

BULE III. 

The driving engine will be in operation three days previous to the open¬ 
ing, and exhibitors of Machinery in motion will be required to have their 
machines in running order on the opening day. 

BULE IV. 

No charge of any kind will be made to exhibitors for space. Steam and 
water will also be furnished free, in reasonable quantities. 
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RULE V. 

Application for space can be made at any time after May 1, 1880, and 
should be made as early as possible, and at least two weeks previous to the 
opening of the exhibition. 

Blank forms of the applications for space will be furnished by the Secre¬ 
tary. 

Space will be awarded as early as practicable (after the application has 
been received), consistent with the proper arrangement of the goods. 

Space allotted to applicants, and not taken possession of by the arrival 
of their goods, or otherwise, on or before Saturday, August 7th, may be as¬ 
signed to other exhibitors. 

The Board reserves the right to exclude from the Exhibition all things 
they deem objectionable, as nostrums, articles of an explosive, inflammable, 
dangerous or offensive character. 


RULE VI. 

Exhibitors will receive from the Entry Clerk, on the arrival of their goods, 
a receipt for the same, which must be presented for their delivery at the close 
of the Exhibition. Articles entered for exhibition or competition must be so 
designated in the receipt. 

RULE VII. 

There will be three or more jurors in each class. 

They shall be men wholly disinterested, and possessed of knowledge and 
experience in the class of articles assigned them. 

Articles entered only for exhibition shall be so reported by the jurors, 
and so appear in the Report of the Exhibition. 

Jurors may refuse to award any premium when articles competing are 
not meritorious. 

In every case where the jurors have reached a decision, they shall file 
with the Secretary a report giving the name of the exhibitors, the articles ex¬ 
amined, and the number of the class in which it is entered. 

In cases where it is not practicable for jurors to test or examine machines 
in the building, or where models only are exhibited, they must go outside the 
building to make such examination or test, but the jurors must first procure 
from the Board of Managers a written consent, which must be attached to 
their award when filed with the Secretary. 

Should any juror, for any reason, before entering upon the examination, 
or while in progress, become incapacitated from serving, the Board shall select 
another juror. 

All awards and recommendations of jurors must be submitted to the 
Board of Managers, and receive their approval before being published. 
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RULE VIII. 

The premium list will be published as soon as confirmed by the Board, 
and all the premiums will be for the first degree of merit only. No second- 
class awards or decisions will be made or reported in any case, unless 
otherwise specified in the premium list. 

RULE IX. 

Power will be furnished for driving machinery from the main line of the 
shafting, which is 2 15-16 inches in diameter, and will make about 110 revolu¬ 
tions per minute. Driving pulleys, 30 inches in diameter, will be furnished 
free to exhibitors. Pulleys for the mainline, if furnished by exhibitors, must 
be accurately balanced, and have the owner’s name plainly marked thereon, 
and should be received and placed in position by Friday, August 6th, as, up 
to that time, it can be made without unnecessary labor and inconvenience. 

RULE X. 

No article on exhibition can be removed until the close; but reasonable 
facilities for making sales of articles, for delivery at the close of the exhibi¬ 
tion, will be afforded. 


RULE XI. 

The most effectual means will be taken, through the agency of the police 
and otherwise, to guard and protect the property on exhibition; and it will be 
the purpose of the Managers to return all articles to the owners without loss 
or injury. Still, all articles deposited will be at the risk of the owners. 

RULE XII. 

In order to preserve the general harmony of the Exhibition, and make the 
display of goods attractive, the Board reserves the right to direct the general 
arrangement of the articles on exhibition, and to regulate the dimensions of 
all signs and advertisements. 


RULE XIII. 

Employees’ tickets found to be unnecessary for the purpose for which they 
were issued will be forfeited. 

Every season ticket will be forfeited, if presented by any other person 
than the party to whom it was issued. 

RULE XIV. 

All boxes and packages containing articles for the Exhibition should be 
marked “Fifteenth Industrial Exhibition,’’ San Francisco, with the name and 
address of the sender. If the freight thereon is paid, it will be taken charge 
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of by the Board, and removed to the Exhibition Bnilding. Cartage at the 
expense of the exhibitor. A detailed statement of the contents of each box 
or package should be enclosed with the same, or sent separately by mail or 
express. 

The Board of Managers do not consider the premium list herewith ap- 
p ended as complete, nor are articles entitled to premiums limited to the ones 
here enumerated; but any meritorious article on exhibition not herein men¬ 
tioned will receive due consideration from the jurors. 


The Opening Exercises. 


As duly announced, the Opening Exercises of the Exhibition took place 
at the Grand Opera House, on Tuesday, August 10th, at 2 p. m. 

At that hour the large building was filled with members and friends of 
the Institute, while on the stage, handsomely set for the occasion, were 
seated the Chaplain, Orator, Poet, invited guests, and the Board of Man¬ 
agers. 

First on the programme was an overture by the Orchestra, under the 
leadership of Professor Charles Schultz. 

This was followed by an earnest prayer by Rev. T. K. Noble, invoking 
Divine blessing upon the Exhibition about to be inaugurated. 

P. B. Cornwall, President of the Board of Managers, and of the Mechan¬ 
ics’ Institute, then made the opening address. 

ADDRESS BY THE PRESIDENT. 

Custom has seemed to make it necessary for the President of the Me¬ 
chanics’ Institute to deliver a brief inaugural address at the opening of each 
Industrial Exhibition held under the auspices of the Institute. We have met 
here to-day to conduct the preliminary exercises incident to the opening of 
our Fifteenth Exoibition at the Pavilion on Eighth, Market and Mission 
streets. The first meeting of the mechanics of San Francisco for the purpose 
of organizing the association now known as the Mechanics’ Institute, was 
held at the office of the Tax Collector in the City Hall, on the evening of the 
11th of December, 1854. G. K. Gluyas presided. The committee appointed 
for the purpose reported, on the 6th day of March, 1855, a constitution which 
was adopted; and on the 29th day of March, 1855, a permanent organization 
was effected, with Benjamin Haywood as President. On the 24th day of 
April, 1855, the proper certificate was filed in the office of the County Clerk, 
by which the Institute became a body corporate under the laws of the State. 
At the end of the first year of the existence of the Institute, March 5, 1856J 
there had been expended $1,106.86, and a balance of $21.49 remained in the 
treasury. Two hundred and eighty-two members were enrolled, but only 
ninety-two had paid their quarterly dues. The library consisted of 487 vol¬ 
umes. During the succeeding ten years the Institute struggled on bravely, 
occasionally holding a fair, with varying success, but always making valu¬ 
able additions to its library. From 1866 to the present time the Institute 
has steadily increased the size and improved the character of the library, and 
in other ways enlarged its ability to do good. At this time it is possessed of 
unincumbered property valued at about $257,000, with no indebtedness ex¬ 
cept about $3,000 unpaid taxes. 
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The library contains 29,01)0 volumes, of which 14,000 compose our refer¬ 
ence library, which is undoubtedly the most complete and valuable collection 
of scientific works on this coast. It is but just for me to say here, that for 
this remarkable progress, and for the successful establishment of the Institute 
on a firm and secure basis, San Francisco is more indebted to the intelligent 
and unselfish labors of Andrew S. Hallidie, who was its President and lead¬ 
ing spirit for many years, than any other person. 

Among the things now in contemplation by the patrons and friends of the 
Institute to increase its usefulness, is the establishment of an apprentices’ 
department, where regular and frequent meeting^ of apprentices may be had 
for the purpose of investigation aud debate upon mechanical and other sub¬ 
jects, and the institution of a system of lectures and classes for a technical 
education, where skilled workmen and learned teachers may explain the 
methods by which the hard things of life are made easy, the confused clear 
and the doubtful certain. By these and kindred means, the increasing thou¬ 
sands of idle youth growing up in this city, many of whom, because of idle¬ 
ness, are drifting into vicious ways, may be diverted into channels of intelli¬ 
gent mechanical industry, and grow into useful and respected citizens, with 
happy homes, thus adding to the aggregate wealth and prosperity of the 
country. 

It has been said by some who object to this course that there is no room 
for more mechanical labor here; that the market is overstocked; and that we 
cannot successfully compete with mechanical products shipped from the east¬ 
ern side of the continent, because labor there is cheaper. I have sometimes 
thought that the difficulty lay more in the indifferent way in which many of 
our manufactories are conducted, and in the absence of those close and 
systematic economies which are essential to success in all manufacturing 
enterprises; and I have observed that in most instances where by patient, 
intelligent labor and skill, the highest excellence has been achieved by the 
San Francisco mechanic, he has driven out of the market the kindred wares 
of Eastern or foreign product. 

It is true that, owing to our comparatively isolated position, the mechan¬ 
ics of San Francisco have heretofore been practically limited to California, 
Oregon and Nevada for a market in which to compete for the sale of their 
products; but by the building of the Southern Pacific Railroad into Arizona, 
the field has been greatly enlarged, and the proposed extension of the South¬ 
ern Pacific and connecting roads into and through Mexico, will soon open up 
a vast and productive field for enterprise, into which the industrious mechanics 
and resolute manufacturers of San Francisco can send their machines and 
wares for successful competition and sale, if they are so made and finished 
as to do credit to their craft. There is in the minds of many persons a pre¬ 
judice against their sons being apprenticed to and educated as mechanics. I 
believe it is all wrong. What has mechanism done that such prejudices live? 
Without the mechanic the world would never have emerged from barbarism. 
Without the mechanic no ship would have been built in which the bold mari¬ 
ner could sail and discover America. The ponderous engines that drive the

steamship through trackless oceans; the finest lace that is woven for the 
infant’s couch; the houses we live in; the books we read; the clothes we wear; 
the table at which we sit; the plates from which we eat; this beautiful temple 
in which we are gathered; and all of our comfortable and ornamental sur¬ 
roundings here and at home are the products of intelligent mechanism. I 
believe that there is a greater proportion of useful men with happy [homes 
among mechanics, than in any other class of life, not excepting farmers. 

A thorough education in any branch of mechanism does not prevent the 
possessor thereof from entering any of the other walks of life which may 
afterward seem useful and pleasant to him, but is an additional qualification 
for success in almost any private or public place. Happily, in this country 
there is no place so high that the humblest child or man may not aspire to it, 
and with studious habits, pure life and resolute determination, he may rea¬ 
sonably hope to succeed in writing his name high on the roll of fame. The 
history of our country is full of such achievements. I need go no farther 
for an example than point to the trained and skilled jmechanic who is to 
deliver the oration to you to-day, who rose step by fstep from the printer’s 
case to the Senate of the United States, where he was the peer of any man in 
that greatest of all deliberative bodies. Let us not then be afraid to educate 
our sons to be mechanics, but let us rather take care that the rising race 
manufacturers grow up better skilled in mechanics, better reputed for qual¬ 
ity of materials, and more discerning in matters of taste. Then shall we do 
well for our fellow-men and help to continue and increase national prosperity. 

This was followed by a song by the Amphion Quartette; and ,then the fol¬ 
lowing Poem by 0. 0.Flagg, Esq., entitled “Encouragement,” was read by 
its author in a faultless manner: 

Alone at midnight’s solemn hour 
I wandered down a silent street; 

Perchance I felt a mystic power 
That lagged behind with echoing feet. 

For while I mused along the way, 

’Midst temples grim where bread is won,

ORATION BY HON. A. A. SARGENT. 

Some years ago, while trying certain actions growing out of the breaking 
of a great reservoir, I was much struck by observing the concurrence of testi¬ 
mony and judgment of scientific men and that of merely practical men upon 
the nature of forces and their action on bodies—of those whose theories were 
gained from study and those whose practical experience was the basis of 
their knowledge. I was led to appreciate that science guides the worker, 
sometimes unconsciously to himself, and that the theories of philosophers 
are but the sum of the practical man’s experience, or the deductions of genius 
from his discoveries. Archimedes did not invent the lever. Workmen 
whose names have not been transmitted used it for ages before he discovered 
the conditions of its equilibrium and struck out the idea of a center of gravity 
for all bodies. The invention of machines to move large masses is older than 
any human record. The architects of the middle ages had practical knowl¬ 
edge of the strength of materials, and had witnessed all variations of falling 
bodies before Galileo made his experiments on one and discovered the laws 
relating to the other. A constant succession of illustrious men have prose¬ 
cuted the study of theoretical mechanics. Their labors have added largely to 
the world’s knowledge of the laws of force, motion, equilibrium, mechanical 
principles and advantages. But operative mechanics have kept m the advance 
and have furnished the necessary problems and illustrations. The natural 
law s evolved by scientific research have served as guides for experiment and 
been useful to explain phenomena. If the results have been sometimes 
merely speculative, sometimes only curious, often abstruse, yet as often they 
lay the foundation for further achievements in art of mechanics. Sue 
achievements are the product of the workshop, which is the pioneer in the 
school of progress; for the real advances in mechanics have come from 
inventors, who have usually been practical and not scientific men. The 
latter mav have observed the processes secured by the former and determined 
the rules that secured results; but the workmen have invented these processes 
and given to tbe world tbeir industrial operation. 

INVENTORS USUALLY POOR MEN. 

It is a singular fact that very many of the inventors of the world have 
been poor men, most of them getting little advantage from education. Thus 
Arkwright, who invented the cotton-spinning frame, which revolutionized the 
business of cotton manufacture, and gave great impetus to English prosper¬ 
ity was born of parents too poor to give him any education. So humble 
were his fortunes that he earned his living as a barber, shaving m a cellar for 
a penny until he was 28 years old. He did not acquire even the rudiments of 
learning until he was 50 years old. Yet he invented a machine that enabled 
one man to do the work of 130. Geoige Stephenson, the inventor of the 
high-speed locomotive, was a fireman in various collieries, and could not read 
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within it. Yet the progress ol the world during the last 26CI years has proba¬ 
bly not been greater than it will be during the next period of tha lengtit. 
Imagination cannot divine the various forms of machinery and appli y 

which man’s mastery over earthly things will be extended, and yet 
forbids us to doubt or limit the results. Bulwer, in his oming ‘ ‘ 

sought to give some expression to the prophetic instme . 

strange developements in the future from the restless inventive 
man. He causes his imagined beings to navigate the air y . ° ’ 

with scarcely an exertion. They have power of instant and desolating de 
struetion, by means of a lightning-like fluid called vrll. So potent is it that 
wars and even discords have ceased; for a child, by its use, could1 destjoy 
city or an army, and contest is useless.

of trade. For the glory of the mechanic arts, and in token of their conquest 
over nature, a cathedral of glass was constructed, enclosing them, as m a 
casket, climbing high over stately elms. Kinglake, who so laments, m s 
these things indicated to foreigners that England had closed its grand career 
by a whimsical act of self-abdication, and, therefore, brought on the war ol 
the Crimea, in the anticipation that England, in its excessive devotion to the 
arts of peace, would not be an obstacle to continental ambition, lhat her 
devotion to the arts of peace did not unfit her for war was illustrated m the 
Crimea, and it was there shown that a people may combine the possession ot 
military strength, and the spirit to use it, with an appreciation of the victories 
achieved m peace. The Crimea became the scene of one of the most terrible 
and prolonged conflicts the world has ever seen, and heroic part was borne m 
it by the nation that but three years before had proclaimed in the “Cathedra 
of Glass,” at Knightsbridge, “ Peace on earth, good will to men.”. 


DRENCH EXHIBITIONS. 

But England has not been the only nation to crown with honor excellence 
in mechanic arts. In the spring of 1867 France opened its first “ exhibition 
of the productions of agriculture, manufactures and the fine ar s. is 

took place at the very acme of the empire, and was witnessed by distinguis e 
guests from all parts of the earth. A high wave of prosperity swept over 
France, only broken and thrown back by the corruptions and ambition of e 
empire, which vainly sought by this exhibition to seat itself more strong y in 
the hearts of the French people. It is worthy of note that the means devised 
for this purpose were a tribute to peace and industry-a concession to the 
grand influence that the industrial classes are gaining among nations, 
government more firmly established in the affections of the people would 
have gained by this grand exposition. As it was, many of the Frenc P e0 P e 
saw in it only an effort to show how great and magnificent in peace was t e 
genius of the Napoleonic family. A late exhibition under the Republic was 
a grand and imposing spectacle, where the self-crowned people gave garlands 
of honors to those who excelled in industrial arts. It was a tribute of the 
people to the artisans and artists of the world, and it has not been followed, 
as in the case of England, by a long and destructive war, nor, as in the case 
of the empire, by the fall of a dynasty. France was ennobled and invigor¬ 
ated by its tribute to the genius of industry.

from Touraine, were all plying tlieir industries in England. The manufac¬ 
turers of silk, damask, velvet, cambric and baize, of the finer kinds of cloth 
and paper, of pendulum clocks, mathematical instruments, felt hats, toys, 
crystal and plate glass, all owe their origin in England wholly or chiefly to 
Protestant refugees, who also laid the foundation of scientific garden¬ 
ing, introduced numerous flowers and vegetables that had before been 
unknown, and improved almost every industry that was indigenous to 
the soil. What England thus so largely gained was lost by France and 
the Netherlands. In the former country the arts were nearly stamped 
out, and the primal causes of the revolution were set in motion. It is 
true that these artisans were not expelled from France because they were 
such, but notwithstanding that fact, they were coldly received in England, 
and occasionally mobbed, from the insular prejudice of the population. The 
age was not wise enough to appreciate the value of the worker. 

the craftsman in literature. 

What were called the free cities in Europe, which were nuclei of arts and 
trade, maintained their scanty privileges, bought with money of necessitous 
nobles, only by constant repurchase or by dint of arms. The tradesman was 
looked down upon as a grovelling being, the alternate sport and prey of the 
powerful. Shakespeare reflects the sentiment of his age when he makes a 
fool of Bottom and Weaver, a brutal ruffian of Jack Cade, and fills Casca’s 
mouth with bitter sarcasm on the common people. The plays of the Restora¬ 
tion are full of unsavory jests at the expense of craftsmen. Even Hume 
designated the whole class of workers as “the industrious vulgar.” When 
enlightened minds thus branded labor as ignoble, its esteem in general society 
was indeed low. Early English Parliaments assumed to fix its wages at a 
miserable pittance, and to regulate the prices of its products. The tran¬ 
sition from such a state of things to the entire emancipation of industry, the 
enactment of patent laws in reward of invention, and the conferring of social 
distinctions upon eminent .inventors, is so great that it needs a glance back¬ 
ward to appreciate the distance traversed. 

' THE TOILER IN THE UNITED STATES . 

In this land the laborer and artisan have least reason to be discontented 
with their lot. While the fluctuations of business may affect them, as they 
do all other classes, the laws and customs of society are such as to give to 
them every protection, facility and deserved honor and reward. He is cer¬ 
tainly not a friend to the toiler who seeks to overthrow the institutions here 
enjoyed, or destroy the conditions which secure to the possessor either in¬ 
herited or earned wealth. I know such projects are not the product of 
American soil, and are not in harmony with our traditions, They interfere 
with the rights of laborers, they threaten the public peace, and tend to in. 
augarate a reign of mob violence and misrule. Unless checked, such ideas 
may lead to serious misfortunes, and to none greater than to the class whose 
name is profaned as the agent and proposed beneficiary. 
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THE DOCTRINE OF AGRARIANISM. 

The doctrine that property is robbery is false, and its practical enforce¬ 
ment would paralyze enterprise and destroy every vestige of national and 
individual prosperity. It would alike deprive the artisan of the product of his 
labor and the capitalist of the proceeds of his investment. Barbarism would 
be invited to reign where civilization now rules. Wealth and honors are an 
ever-alluring reward held out to successful workers. Deprived of such incen¬ 
tives, society would become stagnant. Agrarianism may find an account in 
substituting for the daily earnings of the world a distribution of past accumu¬ 
lations; but these would soon be devoured, and the impoverished multitude 
resume its labors or perish. Meantime the hand on the dial of progress would 
have been put back a dozen generations. That sta'te of society is best which 
respects equally the interests of those who have and of those ^who would ac¬ 
quire, which holds in just equilibrium the rights of capital and labor. 

CHEAP LABOR MEANS SQUALID LIVING. 

I am far from believing that the best has yet been said and done to recon¬ 
cile the interests of these two great elements. It is possible that the future 
may develope a co-operative system by which the wages of the laborer shall 
be an assured part of the profits of capital, in those enterprises of capital 
- where profit is the object. As at present developed, the objection seems to be 
hat labor cannot wait for good seasons, while capital can, and may starve in 
those times of depression when no profits are made. However this may be, 
and however the enlightenment and humanity of the future may solve the great 
problems of social and industrial life, one thing is clear to my mind—that is, 
that it is not to the interest of society to cheapen labor. Cheap labor means 
squalid living, limited education, degradation and want. The laborer is worthy 
of such hire as shall enable him to maintain the self-respect and decency of 
an American citizen. Any circumstance depriving him of this, whether the 
presence of slavery, the influx of Mongolians, or foreign competition in home 
markets, should awaken the solicitude of statesmen and lead to remedial 
measures commensurate with the evil.

And now, in conclusion, I congratulate you upon the successful inaugur¬ 
ation of the Fifteenth Industrial Exhibition of the Mechanics’ Institute of San 
Francisco. It marks and promotes the progress of the State. It performs 
in its sphere the work done by great International exhibitions in theirs. It 
tends to stimulate enterprise, industry and invention, by exciting wholesome 
emulation among its many exhibitors. There are great possibilities of good 
in your enterprise, in lasting benefit to all the interests of the coast. A glance 
at the multifarious articles exhibited impresses the idea that many of them 
are better than those which the world generally has in use. Hence our pro¬ 
ductions are making their way abroad. American reaping machines were re¬ 
cently engaged in a competitive trial at Bucharest, and so delighted the Bou- 
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mania farmers that large orders followed. It was once contemptuously asked, 
“Who reads an American book?” Irving, and Motley, and Prescott, and 
Longfellow and Whittier, and many others answered the question. It has 
more recently been asked, “Who drinks an American wine?” California 
answers by shipping cargoes of wine to Europe. There is a broad field for 
American products and American enterprise, ready for industry and tact to 
enter. As those exhibitions encourage excellence of production, they fit our 
products to compete advantageously with others in the markets of the world, 
and lead up to the day when California will realize the advantages of its geo¬ 
graphical position, in the possession of a commerce that will embrace Asia 
and the isles of the Pacific seas. 

Mrs. Emma Yero Waite then sang a song, “Flag of the Free,” after 
which a Grand March by the Orchestra, and then a beautiful tableaux repre* 
senting “Mechanic Art,” wherein were a large number of mechanics with 
tools and machinery in actual work, brought to a close the inaugural cere¬ 
monies of the Fifteenth Industrial Exhibition. 

The doors of the Pavilion were thrown open to the public at 7 o’clock in 
the evening, and the good feeling shown and manifested at the opening by 
the friends and patrons of the exhibition was contiuued until the close, 
September 11th.

Under 
this class of work the centre of attraction was a painting and correct likeness 
of a young lady, Miss Josephine Le Fevre, a graduate of one of our popular 
seminaries. The beautiful picture portrays her full of life and hope, with a 
golden harvest of happiness before her. The dress worn is of pure, snow- 
white, dotted sparingly with bows of blue ribbon. The back-ground of the 
picture was made up of dark shades, giving the desire and effect of placing 
the figure in bold relief. On the whole, the picture is a masterpiece of no 
small order in this most difficult department of art, and the highest praise is 
due the artist.

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CLASS XXXIV.— Wines. 

Your Committee on Classes XXXIY. and XXXV., after giving a careful and 
prolonged examination to the exhibits submitted to them, respectfully report 
as follows: 

The exhibit of wines this year was, contrary to expectations, very limited, 
indeed; only twenty-seven samples, which were entered in time to compete, 
having been placed before the "VVine Jury, and most of them presented no 
very striking improvement upon the exhibits of the Thirteenth Exhibition. 
Last year, at the Fourteenth Exhibition, there were no wines whatever 
shown. Among those in the present Exhibition were several which had 
been on display at the Thirteenth Exhibition, and they presented to some 
of the Jurors who had seen them on the former occasion, just mentioned, a 
good deal of interest. With one exception, all had kept well, and some, such 
as Mr. Geo. F. Hooper’s Chablis and Mr. Haraszthy’s 1877 Zinfandel, had 
improved very much in bottle. 

The Jurors, on this occasion, examined each sample separately, and recorded 
their individual estimates in numbers—20 being the highest to be allowed to 
any sample. From 17 to 20 marks, inclusive, formed the First Class, and 
14 to 16, inclusive, the Second Class. Lower than that none were classed. 

All the bottles were tied up securely in paper wrappers, so that no Juror 
knew whose sample he was handling; only a number being placed on the 
wrapper, and the numbers themselves not always consecutive. 

When each had awarded the number of marks which he considered the 
sample before him deserved, the total number was added up; and this, divided 
by the number of Jurors present, gave at once the average and the verdict. 

In this manner each sample was adjudicated upon under the several heads 
of Color, Soundness, Condition, Spirit Strength, Bouquet, Body, and Free 
Acids. The Jurors found considerable difficulty in dealing with the Angelica 
samples. These should, in future, be always placed altogether in a class by 
themselves, and separated from other wines which might be considered sweet 
ones. The same also may be well said of wines called Port and Sherry. 
However, the Jurors regarded all the samples from the point of their intrin¬ 
sic goodness as products of the State, and not with any reference to Euro¬ 
pean standards of excellence. 

Most of Mr. Geo. F. Hooper’s samples were of the vintage of 1874, of 
which, we may remark, that they had kept well, the Table Claret having re¬ 
tained its character for soundness, color, bouquet, etc., perfectly; while the 
Chablis (so-called) had developed into a really fine wine, hardly, if at all, 
distinguishable from the well-known French wine of that name. 

We had to remark oftener than once, that the bad quality of corks used had 
tainted the wine, while there was much to be regretted as to the style of la¬ 
belling and the general “ get up” of the samples. 

It was, at one time, anticipated that the principal wine growers of the State 
would have favorably entertained the proposal made to them by the State 
Board of Yiticultural Commissioners, and have made a grand display of 
the produce of the State, so to enhance, by display, report and publica- 
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tion thoughout the world, the progress of Viticulture in and the variety and 
excellence of the wines of California. When, however, this proposal was 
rejected, the placard indicating the locality selected for the display was re¬ 
moved and all the samples then in the Pavilion went together into competi¬ 
tion among themselves.

After the time had elapsed for the reception of wines for competition, 
eighteen samples were exhibited by Father Kaiser, which had been grown and 
made under his own inspection, and, though too late to compete, were 
examined by the judges, in the interest of California Wines generally. The 
members of the jury felt regret that these samples had not been sent in, in time; 
as also that no particulars of the grapes from which they had been made, nor 
the kinds that had been blended, nor the proportions supplied. Only the date 
of the several vintages was mentioned, and no names given except on three bot¬ 
tles labelled Kaiserheim. They ranged in age from 1 to 5 years; five were of last 
year’s vintage, and were all sound,with good promise of ripening well; five more 
were 4 years old, and six were 5 years old. Two only were red, of 5 years, 
and were remarkable for their excellence, partaking much of the character of 
Chambertin. Most of them were blended more or less with Frontignan or 
Muscat; and as those imparted their peculiar bouquet and aroma, there was 
room for individual preferences; but all were good of their kind. The samples 
labelled “ Kaiserheim ” were specially-prepared, pure wines, intended for 
Church purposes. But those which more than all arrested the attention 
were four samples of very pale white wine, paler than straw color, but perfect 
wines, of fine bouquet and much delicacy, 5 years old, but with no sign of 
weakness or change. All of the older samples which had been Opened were 
roughly corked, and allowed to stand in a recess for three weeks, yet found 
to be quite sound and only a little fiat at the end of that time, though parts 
of some days had been as high as 78° F. Some of those samples, particularly 
the young ones, were made from grapes grown on the old vines, which the 
Padres introduced, and which, with praiseworthy zeal, the Archbishop has 
been taking energetic measures, under the supervision of Father Kaiser, to 
restore to their former fertility, after having been all but ruined by greedy 
and reckless tenants. The vineyard well deserves this care, apart from 
productiveness, since it is one of the oldest landmarks of Californian 
civilization, and a memorial of the intelligence and enterprise of the monastic 
Fathers.

Only two exhibitors sent samples of Brandy for competition, "viz: one 
sample only by Bach, Meese & Co., distilled in 1876, and General H. M. 
Naglee of San Jose, whose fine display in the Pavilion comprised seven va¬ 
rieties, differing either in age or the kind of grapes from which they had been 
distilled. 

The General, in his letter of instruction to the Managers of the Exhibition, 
says: “I place my brandies on exhibition for the purpose of competition 
with all brandies, native or foreign, with the provision that the comparison 
should be made and marked upon their relative purity, bouquet and flavor; 
the maximum in each case of these points of comparison to be determined by 
the gentlemen of the Committee.” 

Two kinds only, however, were put in competition, viz: Burgundy, made 
from the Charbonneau grape, and Biesling, from the grape of that name, be¬ 
cause those are the only varieties from which he intends to make brandy in 
future, they having proved by experience by far the best. 

Those two kinds had been distilled in 1870 and were consequently 10 
years old; and so between them and the one other California sample there 
could be no reasonable comparison. Besides, it was colored, while the others 
were not. In the opinion of the Jurors the essential properties of Brandy, 
Purity, Bouquet and Flavor, were possessed by them in perfection, and we 
consider it unnecessary to enter upon any further laudation of them. 

We found the one other sample of California brandy a good, clean 
spirit, young indeed, but giving promise of high qualities after attaining ma¬ 
ture age. It was sent by Messrs. Bach, Meese & Co. 

In the interest of both the producers and consumers of California brandy, 
and in order to have a thorough test made once for all, and to dispel, as far ^ 
as possible, existing prejudices, both in this State and abroad, against our 
native products, and in the expectation of an extensive display from many 
distillers of grapes, General Naglee had gone to expense and trouble in pro¬ 
curing a sample from London, and also from Messrs. Park & Tilford, the dis¬ 
tinguished spirit merchants of 917 and 919 Broadway, New York, three 
samples, one bearing the label “Jules Itobin & Co., Cognac (extra superior 
old) six dollars per bottle,” another of Otard, 1848, and one of Calfornia 
Brandy. 

The sample from London was labelled “ J. Prom & Cie., Cognac. Searle, 
Gordon & Co., agents for J. Prom & Co., 36 Crutched Friars, London.” 
On the boss, “ Cognac de 20 ans.”

At this stage, the business of the Judges came properly to a close. But 
General Naglee desired to know as much as well could be known of the char¬ 
acter of those French brandies, and for that purpose directed Dr. Bleasdale, 
one of the Judges, well-known as an organic chemist, and especially in the 
division of wines, spirits, cordials, etc., to conduct a complete analysis of 
them, and furnish his report:

Gentlemen: —I have the honor to submit the following report upon three 
samples of . French brandy which were submitted to the Judges of Classes 
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XXXIY. and XXXV., viz: Wines, Liquors and Fermented Products, and 
which I was instructed by Gen. H. M. Naglee to analyze and report upon. 

The samples analyzed were the same bottles as were opened for the Judges 
—labelled, respectively, Jules Robin and Co., Cognac, J. Prom, Cognac, and 
Otard Brandy. 

The subjoined table details their age, color, spirit, strength, etc. 

I thought well to insert along with them the corresponding items in Gen. 
Naglee’s two samples which were put in comparison with them.

While finishing the determination of their spirit strength, after distilling 
them, my attention was arrested by the blue character and somewhat 
peculiar smell, which caused me to carefully examine the still used. This I 
found to be perfectly clean, as, indeed, everything used. The vacuum had 
been perfect. Temperature 212° F. 

I then proceeded to distill other samples of them for the purpose of de¬ 
termining their ethers and the nature of the coloring and flavoring matters 
that had been put into them. 

In this connection I will at present add that both in regard to purity of 
spirit—meaning, thereby, the absence of other than ethylic alcohol—the 
award of the Jury stands reversed thus in regard to Robin’s and Prom’s 
samples: Prom, freest of any from blue color and heavy alcohols; Otard, 
medium, and Jules Robin by far the worst. These distillates were inspected 
by a number of gentlemen, besides the medical members of the Jury, who 
can testify to what they saw. Whilst the distillation was proceeding, a 
French gentleman, M. Berthel, a native of Cognac, thoroughly conversant 
with wines and brandies—in fact an expert—was in the room and saw the con¬ 
dition of Jules Robin’s brandy—and the greenish, yellow residue, which 
smelled strongly, even when cold, of fruit extract, who tried with several 
ingenious conjectures to account for so unexpected a result. 

I fear delaying the publication of the Exhibition reports, but hope yet to be 
in time to append the results of a fresh analysis of Jules Robin’s sample, 
which I am about to undertake for the materials for a Statutory Declaration, 
because I have reason to think that the bare assertion of any chemist will 
not be believed concerning the intrinsic badness of a brandy which is sold 
retail at six dollars per bottle!

Remarks. —Regarding the heavy alcohols, which pass under the common 
name of Fusel Oil, they stood thus : Jules Robin & Co., very bad indeed; 
Otard, not quite so bad, but bluish, with feints; J. Prom & Cie., some heavy 
alcohols, but the best of any of the French samples. Naglee’s samples 
showed only a mere trace, hardly perceptible, and this on analysis proved to 
consist of a little tannin derived from the oak casks, and a trace of iron in 
the instance of the Burgundy, which, so far from injuring, improves their 
quality. John J. Bleasdale, Analyst.

[Note by the Jurors of Class No. XXXY.— Bitters.] 

After classifying the samples of Bitters—8 in number—to the best of our 
ability, we deem it desirable to offer respectfully a few remarks on this 
species of exhibit. We noticed that at least one sample professed to have 
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been compounded under and protected by patent; and we consider that it 
ought to have been put in a section with Patent Medicines, if such were ad¬ 
mitted into the Exhibition; and, in fact, that all the rest of that denomination 
likewise should be placed among patent and quack medicines, or excluded 
altogether. They are all drug stimulants, and, like other active medicines 
in unskillful hands, tend directly to the detriment of the consumer’s health, 
by setting up, for the time being, a false appetite for food and drink, and, in 
the near future, laying the foundation for the very complaints they are sup¬ 
posed to remedy; or intensifying them by indulgence of the habit when once 
established in the system. We, the medical members of the Jury, think it 
right, while condemning the use of Bitters, to caution the public against the 
practice of consuming them in any form. 

And we, the non-medical members, beg to record our opinion also very re¬ 
spectfully, to the effect that we wonder at the physicians speaking with so 
much harshness against a class of their most influential and most remune¬ 
rative friends. The monstrous and unblushing effrontery with which lying 
accounts of impossible cures, such as cancer and phthisis, and syphilis, 
effected by the use of Bitters, are put forth by wealthy, and otherwise respect¬ 
able wholesale druggists; and the enormous pecuniary profits which they, by 
these means, derive from the credulity of the public, form a curious and 
sad aspect of modern civilization.

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Report on "Whiskeys and Beers. 

Exactly the same method of examining the two samples of each, Whiskeys, 
and Beers, was pursued by the Judges as in that of the Wines and Cordials, 
and in fact all the exhibits contained in bottles, viz: the bottles were so tied 
up in paper bags, and the bags numbered, that no f Judge could tell whose 
goods were before him. Generally the corks were previously removed. It 
thus became a matter of the utmost indifference to the Judges who obtained 
distinctions or who failed. Each gave a mark in numbers, 10 being the 
highest; and, of course, there resulted considerable difference in the value 
thus set by each on a given sample. But whatever each one awarded was 
there and then, as soon as all the voting papers had been handed to the 
Honorary Secretary, added up, and the sum divided by the number of Judges 
present. The result was the average and the verdict. This explains how 
and why the fractions come to appear. 

Now, in the case of both Whiskeys and Beers, it is plain that none of them 
were First Class, or it would have appeared by the figures. There was no 
very striking difference between them. 

The only other way to determine their relative intrinsic merit was by 
direct analysis; and as Dr. Bleasdale’s services are purely gratuitous, the 
Judges have seen no reason why he should be asked to perforin any such 
service.

Dear Sir :—The Managers of the Fifteenth Industrial Exhibition of the 
Mechanics’ Institute have placed the Horticultural Department of the Exhi¬ 
bition under the charge of the California State Horticultural Society. At the 
meeting of June 25th the Horticultural Society formally accepted the trust, 
and unanimously adopted a resolution, pledging the members to earnest 
efforts to make the exhibition worthy of our State, and, so far as possible, 
representative of our grand horticultural interests. 

In the name of our Society, we invite every plant and fruit grower in the 
State to prepare at once to transmit the best specimens of flowering and 
foliage plants and fruits for exhibition at the Fair,. which will open in the 
spacious Pavilion of the Mechanics’ Institute, in this city, August 10th, and 
continue for five weeks. 

The competition for the liberal premiums named upon the following page 
will be offered to growers only, and each producer is invited to compete, 
whether it be for a single award or for several. The aim of the Society is to • 
draw out the very best that the State can produce in the articles named. The 
popular interest is now turning strongly toward development of our horti¬ 
cultural resources, and all exhibitors of choice growths will not only do them¬ 
selves credit, but will make known the possibilities of their regions, and of 
the State in general. 

Tho exhibition will be wholly in the charge of the Horticultural Society, 
and the appointment of judges will be made with reference to their especial 
fitness for examination of exhibits entrusted to them. The premiums will 
be awarded by the Mechanics’ Institute upon the recommendation of the 
Society’s Committees. The greatest care should be taken in the arrangement 
of specimens, that their excellence may be recognized. 

All professional and amateur horticulturists in the State are invited to do 
what they can towards making this year’s exhibit comprehensive and repre¬ 
sentative. Great care should be taken in selecting, plucking, wrapping and 
packing choice specimens, and all varieties must be correctly named. As the 
Fair will be open for five weeks, each sample should be sent just as it ap¬ 
proaches its best estate, and thus all varieties may be shown in their prime, 
and all parts of the State, both early and late, can be represented by the 
fruits which mature during the progress of the Fair. All exhibits should be 
shipped to “Horticultural Exhibit, Mechanics’ Fair, San Francisco, Cal.” 

Special attention will be given to the proper display of new fruits, both 
California seedlings or those lately secured by importation, so that the pro- 
gress made in these directions may be generally understood.

A large and comprehensive display of the grains of this Coast, in the stalk 
and in bottles, were exhibited by the State University, at Berkeley; also, 
a rare display of trees and plants, valuable for their food, textile and 
medicinal products, which are now being propagated upon the agricultural land 
of the University with a view to their general introduction into the resources 
of this State. 

The exhibit was of special interest to the agriculturist, and attracted 
much attention. It included also samples of heads and threshed grain of 
about 150 varieties of foreign cereals, the seed of which was obtained from 
Europe by the State University. Many of the grains had never been grown 
in this State before. There was, also, a fine collection of threshed grain, 
neatly arranged and labelled, from the Produce Exchange of this city. These 
two exhibits comprised the finest and most comprehensive display of cereals 
ever made in California. 


CLASS XL VII.— Fruit. 

Your Committee, appointed to award premiums in ClassXLVII., beg leave 
to report that we have carefully examined, from time to time, the fruits ex¬ 
hibited and entered for premiums, and have compared the relative merits of 
them, both as regards their quantity and quality.

POWER AND MACHINERY. 

Your Committee on Power and Machinery respectfully report that, in pre¬ 
paring the machinery for operation we tested the boilers to a cold water 
pressure of 150 lbs. to the square inch and found them in a good condition. 

At the close of the Exhibition the engine and boilers were properly .taken 
care of to prevent them for being damaged from non-use and the other ma¬ 
chinery suitably attended to. 

The consumption of fuel compares most favorably with former Exhibitions. 

The total amount expended in our department, exclusive of salaries to 
engineer and fireman, has been $542.52. (See page 9 for items.) The sal¬ 
aries amounted to $271, making a total of $813.52.

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BULES, BEGULATIONS AND AWABDS. 

Your Committee on Rules, Regulations and Awards make their final 
report as follows: 

The decision of the Board to offer this year Premiums, to consist of three 
kinds of medals, of diplomas and cash, has made the labors of this Com¬ 
mittee unusually onerous and important. 

The just work of your Committee was the compiling of a set of rules and 
regulations, differing but slightly from those of previous fairs, and the 
preparing^ a properly-classified premium list. In the premium list prepared 
by your Committee, and adopted by the Board, there were offered for 
competition 40 gold, over 300 silver, more than 200 bronze medals, about 
100 diplomas, and $1,900 in cash. Classes XLYI. and XLVII. (Horticulture) 
were under the management and control of the State Horticultural Society, 
who were authorized to distribute a liberal number of medals and $900 in 
cash among the exhibitors in these classes found worthy of recognition. 

The issuing of the Premium List, with its 678 specified premiums, of the 
aggregate value of $5 ; 000, had an excellent effect on intending exhibitors, and 
to this stimulating influence is largely due the superior taste and excellence 
of a great number of the exhibits. 

The appointment of Jurors for 45 classes—3 jurors to each class—was a 
specially tedious and difficult labor; so much so, that it was found impossible 
to complete the list until the Fair was far advanced. Your Committee cannot 
too strongly insist on the great importance in future fairs of having the list 
of Jurors complete early in the fair, to so allow of a thorough examination of all 
exhibits, and the rendering of a deliberate verdict before the close. As a 
help to the attainment of this much-to-be-desired end, and a means of lighten¬ 
ing, in some measure, the great burden of responsibility resting on the Board, 
your Committee would suggest that, in future, the exhibitors themselves, in 
each class, select one juror, the Board another, and that these two then select 
a third. In this manner, your Committee think, the Board would be relieved 
of the irksome necessity of listening to complaints of partiality from disap¬ 
pointed exhibitors. 

Although some individuals have complained, your Committee believe that, 
on the whole, the jurors have been capable and impartial, and their decisions 
just; not a few of them have shown marked ability and zeal, and to all the 
thanks of the Board are due for unrewarded labor cheerfully performed. 

Premiums have been awarded as follows: 

36 Gold Medals. 

187 Silver Medals. 

100 Bronze Medals. 

104 Diplomas. 

Cash Premiums, Class XLI., (Art), $775. 

Cash Premiums, Classes XLYI. and XL YU. (Horticulture), $835. 

For many of the premiums there was no competition, and, on the other 
hand, many worthy exhibits have been awarded premiums, although none 
were offered for those articles in the published list. 
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Each medal is enclosed in a neat box and accompanied by an elegant 
premium certificate; the diplomas are artistically-designed, well-executed 
specimens of Lithography. 

A detailed account of the expenses in onr department is given on page 9 
of this Report, the total amount being $4,289.91. 

Although this is a large sum of money, your Committee believe that it has 
been money well-spent; for at the end of no previous fair has the reciprocal 
good feeling between managers and exhibitors been stronger than now, at the 
close of the Fifteenth Industrial Exhibition.

Your Committee on Tickets and Admissions beg leave to submit the fol¬ 
lowing as the final report of their labors in behalf of the Fifteenth Industrial 
Exhibition.

We have also prepared a balance sheet, giving in full the numbers and kind 
of tickets received from the Printing Committee, the number turned over to 
the Treasurer and the number now in the Pavilion vault. 

The form of the season identifying ticket was the same as used last year 
and which have proved very satisfactory, the only difficulty arising from its 
use being the error that many have regarding the number of persons a 
season ticket admits, although a clear and full explanation is printed on 
each one. 

The name of “ Family Ticket,” originally given to them, was unfortunate, 
os the impression still remains that a double season ticket admits a whole 
family, however large it may be. 

Our experience leads us to believe that the double season ticket should be 
abolished, and so recommend. 

We also recommend that no special tickets be issued to the Press, but the 
regular tickets used be given to the reporters. 

The sincere thanks of this Committee are herewith extended to each mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Managers, for the aid and assistance cheerfully rendered 
us in the discharge of our arduous, duties.

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MUSIC AND DECORATIONS. 

Your Committee on Music and Decorations respectfully report as follows. 

First, in regard to the music, the contract for furnishing which was given 
to Ch. Schultz and H. von der Mehden for $458 per week, effecting a saving, 
as compared with last Fair, of $117 per week, or of $565.50 during the 29 days 
of this year’s Fair. 

The musicians employed by Mr. Schultz, 20 in number, including himself, 
as per contract, were the best obtainable, and the music rendered has given 
universal satisfaction as to the style and execution. The erection of the new 
music stand in the centre of the main hall has been a great improvement, as 
the niusic sounds better from that point and is equally audible in all parts of 
the gallery promenades. This change has been generally commended. The 
principal drawback to a thorough enjoyment of the music this year has been 
the running of thumping quartz-stamps and other noisy machines in the 
main building. Signals were arranged to notify the persons in charge of these 
machines to temporarily stop the same while the band was playing; but, in 
spite of the efforts of your Committee, they were generally disregarded by the 
quartz-mill men, with the necessary consequence -that the effect of some of 
the finest music was spoiled. The music is the one of the greatest attractions 
of the Fair; to many it is the sole attraction. It is costly 7 to furnish it with such 
excellence as we do, and we recommend that in future all quartz-mills, 
stamps, drills and other noisy machinery be placed in sheds to be erected 
adjoining the boiler-house. The giving of signals to employees, during the 
rendition of music by the band, with the large bell which hangs over the 
music stand was also a nuisance, and should not be permitted any more. 
The use of this unnecessarily loud bell is disagreeable at any time, and very 
startling to many people, especially ladies; it should, while the band is play¬ 
ing, never be used, except when absolutely necessary. 

It is abs urd to pay thousands of dollars to fill the building with sweet 
music and then to permit it to be drowned by, the disagreeable noises we 
have called attention to. The building has been decorated this year at an 
expense of $1,231.92, which sum includes $134.40, cost of extra decorations 
upon the occasion of the visit of President Hayes. All this, we think, has 
been money well spent. The interior of the building has never before 
appeared so well—its barn-like appearance being to a great extent hidden 
by the gay-colored hangings. The decorations, if proper care is taken of 
them, will be available for a long time to come, and will serve, with but slight 
additions and alterations, for several Fairs. Hoping that our conduct of the 
business of our departments has given satisfaction to our fellow-members of

HOKTICULTUBAL GABDEN. 

Your Committee on Horticultural Garden would respectfully report: 

That shortly after the work of the Fair commenced, a proposition from the 
State Horticultural Society to take the department of Flowers and Fruit 
under their supervision, providing $900 for premiums would be allowed by 
the Board, was favorably considered, and circulars distributed to that effect. 

Besides the garden, a large space was set apart in the Pavilion for the dis¬ 
play of fruit, which, though meagre at first, at the close was very creditable, 
particularly in the varieties of both natural and dried. 

We have heard no complaint from any one regarding the management or 
awarding of the premiums in this department, and presume entire satisfac¬ 
tion has been given. 
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There was a larger display of plants than at any former Exhibition, and the 
grass and trees belonging to the Institute looked well until the close. 

The Prismatic Fountain and Waterfall, as illuminated by the calcium light, 
were very attractive features, and no doubt have well repaid the management 
for the amount expended. Considerable dissatisfaction was expressed by 
exhibitors at the electric light used in illuminating the garden, they deeming 
that gas was preferable, owing to the greater amount of heat generated.

GAS AND WATER. 

Your Committee on Gas and Water respectfully submit the following as 
their final report: 

In commencing our duties, as at several previous Fairs, the services of 
Mr. S. Nehemiah Grubb was obtained as foreman. We had all the reflectors 
throughout the building, both great and small, as well as the long ones in 
the Art Gallery, thoroughly cleaned and repainted and the broken glass 
replaced with new. 

With the approval of the Board the number of burners in the eighteen 
large reflectors in the main part of the building were reduced from fifty-two 
in each to thirty-nine, making a total of two hundred and thirty-four less 
than heretofore. 

In the northern division of the Art Gallery all the six-foot burners were 
removed and four-foot substituted; and, closing entirely every fourth one, 
made about eighty burners less. In the central division of the Art Gallery 
all the six-foot burners were removed and three-foot substituted; as this 
portion of the building was in close proximity to the meters there was an ex¬ 
cess of pressure and light. The result of the change were very satisfactory. 
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In all of the small reflectors in the galleries the old six-foot burners were 
removed and replaced with four-foot ones, with good results. The Garden, 
also the Mission and Market street entrances, were lighted by the electric 
light. i 

Two large Hooker steam pumps, one for forcing the water back into the 
street mains after passing through the fountains, and the other for supply¬ 
ing water for the cataract in the garden, were furnished free by Hon. W. T. 
Garratt, to whom a vote of thanks should be tendered. 

The water rate with the Spring Yalley Water Works was the same as at 
former Fairs, viz; $100 per week. 

The total consumption of gas has been 1,022,300 cubic feet. 

The expenses incurred in our department is shown in the Report of the 
Financial Committee, pages 8 and 10.

The amount of money generously placed 
at the command of your Committee “to be awarded in premiums, ” has been 
disbursed to the amount of seven hundred and seventy-five dollars ($775), 
leaving a balance of two hundred and twenty-five dollars ($225) on hand.

Report by the President 

AT THE 

Quarterly Meeting of the Mechanics’ Institute, 

December 1 J th, 1880. 


Since our last meeting the Fifteenth Industrial Exhibition of the Institute 
has been held. The detail reports show that the gross receipts of the Fair 
amount to $41,106.05, the total expenses are $27,271.33, leaving a net profit 
of $13,874.72, which amount has been transferred to the treasury of the In¬ 
stitute. 

It is proper to add that the ordinary expenses of the Fair were only $22,- 
981.42. The remaining sum of $4,289.91 being for medals and cash pre¬ 
miums paid to exhibitors. 

While all of you are familiar with the general fact that the present prosperous 
condition of the Institute is largely due to the interest which has been awakened 
and sustained by its Industrial Fairs, it is probable that but [few have taken 
the trouble to learn the exact extent of the pecuniary benefits from that source. 

The books of the Institute show that the net profit derived from the first 
eight Fairs, including sale of the buildings in which they were held, was $88,- 
860.30, and from the last seven Fairs, all of which have been held in the 
building on Eighth street, the net profit paid to the Institute is $72,674.18 
cash, besides paying for the exhibition building and contents, now the prop¬ 
erty of the Institute, unincumbered, which building and fittings cost $106,- 
330.61, thus showing a net receipt of 179,004.79 from the last seven fairs; and 
a grand total of $267,865.09 as the result of the fifteen Fairs held under the 
auspices of this Institute. 

Your Board of Trustees have succeeded in obtaining from the owner of the 
ground a renewal of the lease for one year for the lot occupied by the Pavil¬ 
ion—the consideration is, payment of the taxes, which amount to $4,760.78. 
The renewed lease will expire December 31st, 1881. 
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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Without discussing the broader aspect of Industrial Fairs, such as their 
educational and enlightening influence on the pommunitv at large, and their 
commercial benefit to the city and the State, it is sufficient for my present 
purpose to direct your attention to their continuance as necessary for the 
prosperity of the Institute, and to enable us to establish and maintain such 
lectures, classes and other means for technical education, as are properly 
within the province of such an Institution as ours, and as will probably in the 
near future become its most distinctive features, when the place of a miscella¬ 
neous circulating library will be more completely filled by the free library, 
sustained by city taxes. 

For the purpose of putting the Institute and all of its interests on a more 
certain and enduring foundation, your Board of Trustees have long been 
looking forward to the purchase of a piece of land suitable for permanent 
location of a building for Industrial Exhibitions, and lately have advertised 
for proposals of sale from the owners of such property. Many offers of prop¬ 
erty have been received, and your Trustees have carefully considered them. 
The tenders will be read to you to-night, and as it is the Institute, and not 
any particular Board of Trustees, that is to be affected by a purchase, if one 
shall be made, we solicit your careful examination and mature judgment in 


the matter.
